Counsel argued that this case was 
not like others before the court re- 
cently, for the reason that there was 
no l involved as to the force 
or effect of a treaty, the government of 
the republic of Hawaii having. ceded 
its sovereignty to the United Stated, 
which cession the Congress ratified. 
There is no question of a military gov- 
ernment. The language of the Annex- 
ation Act provides that islands 
were annexed “as part of the territory 
of the United States.” 

Smith then argued that in the five 
places where the words United States 
were used in the Constitution, with 
one exception, the term includes the 
States and Territories as well. The 
exception is that clause providing for 
the election of Presidential electors. 
After considering the application of 
the naturalization or bankruptcy laws 
in Territories and States alike, coun- 
sel sald: 

“It woul@ be a strange view of lan- 
guage to hold that the words ‘through- 
out the United States’ in Article I, sec- 
tion 8, were narrower or more limited 
in their scope than the words ‘in the 
United States’ in the - Fourteenth 
Amendment. There is no principle of 
grammar, logic, law or common sense 
in which the words ‘throughout the 
United States’ in the uniformity clause 
with regard to the annexation can be

POWERS OF CONGRESS. 

“A long line of decisions by 
court that certain fundamental limita- 
tions upon the power of Congress con- 
tained in the Constitution now in force 
in various Territories of the United

Congress has seen fit to extend it to 
them by its own act.
